„>\ow York. June 24.— R. G, Dun & 
Co. s w'bekly review 'of trade, will say to- 
niorrow: Very little of the business seen 
in iiroporticm to the aggregate has been 
caused by the war. .\ot any discoverable 
.■)y ordinary tests lias been prevented by 
the war. In two months this country 
has gained beyond eiilculiitioii in relative 
imiiortiinee among other nations by rea 
son of its i|uickly e.verted powei-. Neith- 
er lias the collapse of the wheat specula 
tioii caused the expected deere.ise of 
Khi])ini,'nts as exjxn-t.s eoulinue remark- 
ably large. The world's markets are 
evidently at our eominand. Wheat ceas- 
<.'d to fall and begins to rise in price be- 
cause foreign needs are not yet satislieil. 

After falling to 80c. for cash and 77vVie. 
for July, wheat rose to for cash and 
7!)c. for July, witli the foreign demand. 
The industries. at tlie s<»ason when stop- 
jiages are to be exiwcted, maintain pro- 
duetion surprisingly. There are very few 
interruptions, on account of lubor and 
wages scales for tlio coming year have 
nearly all been ninicably settled. Tlie 
iron industry is very dull at the East, 
with eomplniiit that prices do not rise, 
but lit I'itlsburg niiil the West the works 
are getting niori? business constantly and 
ai'e even competing so sharply that 
prices are slightly lower, while Southern 
iioii is also offered lower tJiere and at 
the East. Cottoli has weakened three- 
sixteeiuhs, with excellent cro|) prospects, 
but iL liirger deiiianil for giKxl is seen, 
though not as yet eiiougli to cause any 
advance in jirices. Ib.'iiorts of distribu- 
tion are geiu'rally I'lieoiiniging. 

The Canadian outlook is on the whole 
(piite encouraging and in some rospei'ts 
improved. Montreal reports a hoaltliy 
tnidi! eoiitinuing with everything prom- 
ising a very satisfuetory trade for the 
fall. Paymients are well sustained and 
failures in that district are no6Bf!«tble .for 
their absence. Cheese exports are not 
so heavy as last year, but shipments of 
butter show considerable gain. Call 
money is plentiful at d"^ percent. Whole- 
sale trade at. AN^iunipeg is fairly active for 
the season.;, Colie^tiouB. iir«i fair; iiiid , the 
g(.-ncral outlook . Is riegnrded as promis- 
ing.

Washington, Juno 24. — The wiir is to 
be carried into Africa, motyplioriciilly 
speaking, if Spain is foolliiirily enough 
to Kond tho Cadiz (loot through tlio Suez 
Ciiuiil to attucli Dewey in tlie Philippine 
It is announced on good authority that 
before the last Spanish vessel has passed 
through the Suez canal an American 
t.(iuadrou will be steaming full speed 
across the Atlantic straight to the coast 
of Spain to bring tho war home to the 
Spanish people. There is no doubt Dew 
ey can tuUo cure of himself against tli 
Cadiz fleet, since his own scjuadrou wi'l 
be reinforced by ironclads long before 
Caiiiara's ships sight the bay of JIanila 
and he will have tie shore batteries with 
bim Instead of against him in the stru, 
gle. But it has been concluded by the 
administration that nothing save tli 
most severe measure will Bulllce to bring 
the Spanish people to realize the hope 
lessness of the present war, and even 
kindness, it is held, will dictate such 
a blow as that it is proposed to adniinis 
ter if the Spanish persi-st in this last pro 
ject. After the fall of Santiago and tlie 
capture or destruction of Cervera't 
squadron Sampson will have an abumi 
nnce ot vessels to spare lor the task set 
for him. . ,„ _ 

On board Associated Press boat Wan 
da, off Juragua, Friday, June 24, via 
Paya del Este, Guantanamo Bay, 8 p.m. 
— Tliis morning four troops of the First 
cavalry, four troops of the Tenth cavalry 
and eight troops of the Itoosovelt rough 
riders, less than a thousand men in all, 
dismounted and attacked 2,000 Spanish 
soldiers in the thickets within five miles 
of Santiago. The Americans beat th 
enemy back into the city but they left 
the following dead upon the field:

At least fifty Americans were wounded 
including live oUicers. Several of the 
wounded will die. Twelve dead Span! 
ards were found in the bush after tho 
fight bnt their loss was doubtless far 
in excess of that. General Young com 
manded the expedition and was with tin 
regulars while Col. Wood directed tlu 
operations of the Iloughridors several 
miles west. 

Both parties struck the Spaniards 
about the same time and tho fight lasted 
an hour. The . Spaniards opened fire 
from the thickets and had every advan- 
tage of numbers and position, but the 
troops drove them back from the start, 
and stormed the block houses around 
which they made the linal stand, and 
sent tliem scatteml over tho mountains. 
The cavalrymen were afterwards rein- 
forced by the 7th and 12th infantry, 
part of the Dth cavalry, tho 2nd Mass- 
jihusetts and 71s*: Xew York. The Aml- 
crieans now hold a position at the thresh- 
old of Sanitago with more troops going 
forward constantly, and they are pre- 
paring for a final assault upon the city. 

It is probable that at least ten men iii 
the Jist of wounded will die. 

London, June 25.— The Madrid corres- 
pondent of the Daily Telegraph says: 
"When the cortes closed martial law 
was proclaimed. The Sagasta cabinet 
■will resign and make way for a new 
government which will open negotiations 
for peace.

Kennedy and forty-live other men aiis- 
wi'rcil Llie advertisement, were duly en- 
gaged, and after making emiuiries 
around Seattle as to Wagenen's busitiess 
reputation, signed a contract, paying %W 
to an eiuphiyinent agent for tinding them 
the position, and ■'fo-j to Wageuon. The 
tloctor paid the men's fares to Dyea out 
of this money and from there *as to take 
them to Circle Olty, refunding each ins 
.■iJoo uixMi arivai at their destination. The 
wages wore to start from the time the 
men left Dyea. They were advised to 
take the lightest outfits possible, consist- 
ing of only clothing, as provisions would 
be procured by the promoters of the en- 
terprise. Cash, tuo, could be left behind, 
and many of the men taking tlie doctor's 
advice left all the money they had with 
their families. 

Tlii.s they soon regretted. On tlie cvi>n- 
ing of .Tune t) the party, accompanied by 
the promoter, left beattle on the steam- 
er Fanillon. A stop was made at Port 
Townsend, but by this time most of the 
men had gone to their bunks.

A few weeks ago the Colonist directed 
^ittcutioii to tlic fact that, owing to tlio 
coiDluuiiUvoly lijjlit miow-fall in tlio Yu- 
kon Viilloy uiiil till' (WCL'iitionaily enrly 
Jate at wliifh tlie rivur oiieiiwi, tliorc 
■was danger„;oi verj". low water, and it 
•expressed its doubts as to tlie usefulness 
of tile Yiilcoii rivoi- as :i c-liiiniiol of 
tiaii-siK)itiitii)ii iliiriiih' the cdiuuih siiiii- 
luL'f. 'J'lii'se .ii>!--o;i;":siiib' autiL-iiiatioiis 
are corroborated by. tlie news broiifilit 
down from Alaska by Mr. C. .7. Stnitli, 
general iiKina^'cr of tlie raeific Const 
<;o»iliaiiy. II<' ^"y** '''' loai-iKvl at 

Juucnu that tlio water in the Yukon is 
much lower than ever before at lliis 
season of the year, and in conseqnenio 
it is foai'od that very few of tli(> river 
Kteaiiieis would I'e alile to n-aeli Dawson 
from St. Jlifliael's. Mr. Sniitii uildod: 
"I did not have the opportunity to en- 
quire into the reliability of the mnu 
wlio hroilght the report, hut it bore evi- 
denee of reliability. 'I'lii' story is fuvtlior 
-to the effect that there is little snow in 
«ie country tributary to thc."Y»kou. If 
the story proves to ho true, it will make 
navigation of the Yukon more dilUcult 
'than was iintieipatoil." Otlier informa- 
tion lius come down from the North 
wliieli fully hears out this statement of 
Mr. Smith. A few days aso a trnst- 
"wortliy report was printed coiicernins 
llic low water in tlie rapids, wliieli raised 
(lonlits a< to tlie possibility of liiiviKatiun 
llies(> portions of the river with steain- 
'boats tills year. Before leaviiiR for the 
North, Mr. liatti'iilinry saiil that li<' ligd 
■been told that liis steamers would not 
linviKate the rapids on neeonnt of low 
Witter, and one of Ids olijeets in fjoiiif; 
North was to make arrangements for tlie 
trans-shipmeHt of goods if iii>- 
■ccssiu-y. Ho did not think that 
this _ wonld make any scriuiis 
<lilTereni-e, if it liad to Ik- done, iiiv.l 
in tills he is doubtless eorreet. Our ref- 
erence to the matter is only to point out 
that the conditions existing in the Lewis 
river iudieate that the lower Yukon will 
be Very unfavorable this season for 
steaiiilioats. 

In view of this state of affairs, the Do- 
ouinion government will bo highly cid- 
'pablo if it does not lake stejis iiiunedi- 
••ately to seciin' ruaiplelinii (it as imieli 
railway as po.ssilde betweeu the Stikino 
and -Lake Teslin without any delay. 
'There will be at least 30,000 people on 
■the Yukon this winter, and. if tlu' 
amount of gold brought down in the next 
two months is at all eiiiial to aiitieipji- 
tions, the number may be easily swelled 
•to 50,0(X). These people will re(i»lre iiii 
•euoniKHis aniotint of supplies and if. ;is 
seeuis likely, tlie St. Micliacrw ronfe is 
not to be depended upon, everytliiii;; will 
have to be taken in over the passes or 
up the Stikino. Admitting all that can 
■be claimed on liehalf of tlie 
'route by way of the ptisses, 
iils eiipacity is not nearly ciiiial 
to tile recinirenu'iits of the eoniilry. 'J'he 
Stikiiie route alone can furni.sli a siif- 
flcieiit means of access to the Yiikon. 
Almost unlimited nuantities of freiglii 
can he forwarded up the river before 
wintei-, anil there will be no serioiis 
•dillleulty in getting it over to the I'nkon 
wnterss if the Dominion government will 
join hands with the provinoe in securing 
the i-oiistruetion of as much rail as cnii 
possibly be ni:iile during the present sea- 
son. The province has done all that can 
he aiskcd of it and its action will un- 
<inestionably load to the construction of 
ti railway from the coast to I,al;e Tes- 
'lia. Tlie wagon road will he built and 
-.sometliing done in the way of railway 
'conatincliou this year, but. it the Do- 
minion will do its duty in the promises, 
uind in doiig so it will simply carry ont 
Ithc policy to which it is coniiiiit ted, it 
is not too late to secure the laying o( 
rails for a good part of. the distance he- 
tweoii the river and the lake, ami every 
little will count in siu-h a matter. "We 
Iiaye .Tiily. .Vugast and September in 
M'liieli work <'an be done and goods can 
be forwarded to the head waters of the 
Yukon. Not a d.'iy ought to be lost oat 
i 'Of these precious one hundred days at 
' out disposal. " Freight, if landed at Lake 
'resliii in F'eiitember. can ho got down 
'the river before the winter sets in ;iiid. 
HS ha.1 been pointed out already in these 
■columns, if provender for horses is sent 
•forward to the lake a line of sleiglis can 
(loul)tloss be operated for a groat portior 
of the distance down the Yjukoa all win 
tor, 

The gravest possible -responsibility 
Tests upon the •noniiuion govcrnnietit in 
this matter. Thousands of jn'opK; li,-iv 
■gone Nortll believing that it |iro|)osed In 
•carry oiit its 'a vowed policy of providing 
•early eonncctinn between the lake and 
the Rtikine during the present soiisnn. 
The ealculii t ions made ujion the naviga 
bilit.v (,r the lower Yukon this siinime; 
have been of the most oxtonsivo kind, 
'If they are not realized, and it there 
is. nothing more done on the 
'Stikine-Teslin route than can be 
'secured under the contnict ninile 
'by the jirovineial government, the condi- 
tion of the people in the Yukon this 
winter may ho Ianientalil(>. ';Phe noinln- 
•iion nnfliorities are, tlierefore, fMe(> to 
■'fface with a grave emergency and it. is 
their hoiinden duty to act with the ut- 
most pr(niiptiiess. Unfortunately 'iev- 
eral of tlie ministers are at present a way 
from the capital. The Colonist is not 
' at all disposed to find fault because min- 
isters of the Crown take a vacation after 
the arduous work of the sossinii, hut in 
view of the grave character of the prob- 
lem presented by the, Yukonj:it seems a 
great pity that fho ministers should have 
•sepiifatod without having providi'd t.) 
-meet it. It is. of course, compel eiil, fur 
'the ministers •»vho are at home to deal

SOME ALLEGED KEASONS. 

The Columbiau gives .what It' claims 
ai^e reasons why there ought to bo a 

'.-hange of goverunioiit. Dismissing from 
consideration the vague assertions in 
^^ hich our contemporary indulges, which 
add aotliing to the strength.'of the case 
lirosont-eti "by it, we take' up its seieral 
specilic allegations. 

1. The locking up of the B. & N. rail- 
way grant free of taxes. 

Tlie idea of making tills a ground of 
attack u|)on Hon. ' Jlr. Turner,' wlio 
was nut in the legislature at the time 
Iho laud was luuuled over to the IJomlii- 
ion, shows how hard pressed the Colum- 
bian and the party it represents are for 
reasons in support of their coutoution. 
Why do ihuy not go buck to the terms of 
union and adduce the reasons why Mr. 
Turner should be turned out of olUee"; 
riie one would bo quite as roasouable a 
proposition as the other. Moreover the 
'terms of the K. vt N. contract were ar- 
ranged by the Domiuion government and 
not by that of the province. 
■J. The 15. C. Southern subsidy. 
The Columbian alleges that this sub- 
sidy was grauted to a company ot which 
•a member of the govornmont wiis and 
is a niomber. This is not true. Col. l$aU- 
er was not a member of the guveniuieiit 
at the time the subsidy was grauted. Our 
recollection of the matter is that Air- 
Turner wns not in the government at the 
time. But be this as it may, the subsidy 
was granted iu good faitli and for years 
seemed to be of so little value that no one 
could he found to take advantage of it. 
When year? after the subsidy was grant- 
ed, the mines of Kootenay came to the 
front, its e.\islenee led to the construc- 
tion of the Crow's Nest Pass railway. 
Tho Columbian did not at the time the 
Crow's. Nest cash subsidy was before 
the Dominion parliameut raise its voiei- 
to protest against auytlnng being given 
to a company wliich Iiad received too 
much already. Not at all. It kept silent;

Mr. .'■Smith's second reason is that he 
Is opposed to land grants to r;iilwaycom 
panics, and thinks that einmgli has been 
iloiio in that direction already. This is 
the general opinion and the government 
lias ;,'iven effect lo it in i-eeeiil legislali 
Public opinion has cliangcd 
this subject dui'iiig the last few yea 
Air. Smith, if he should be elected, wmdd 
have no occasion during the l'(nir year^ 
which be would occii|ty a seat iu tlu 
house lo Kive effect to this plank in the 
■platform. 

Ills lliird ground is llial he is opiiosi>(l 
to any scheme which will lock up' any 
portion of tlie country in the hauds of 
speculators, and wants the system of 
la.xation altered so that producers will 
get the benedis of iniprovcnients. There 
is nothing objeelhniable in this, nor can 
it he said that tjie government has taken 
'such a course that warrants anyone in 
supposing tliey are opposed to the prin- 
ciple which :Mr. Sniilh here lays down. 

In his fourth plank, Jlr. Smith declares 
himself opposed to the mortgage tax and 
the exaction of a mining license fronl 
\vorkers in nietallifcrous mines. His 
le.uguag(> is, "I am entirely opposed to 
the present mortgage hix,!'. A siitlicieut 
answer to this woiildi^bej-r/'Tliere is no 
mortgage tax;" but as wo know tliat My. 
Smith means we will not dispose! of his 
pro|)"isilion in that way. Ho is oppo.s,'.] 
to the system of ta.xatimi which renders 
it possible for the morlgagee to cast the 
Imidcu of the tax upon llie mortgagor. 



.such an arrangement as much as he 
does, ami desires at the earliest possible 
day to so alter the law that the mort- 
gagors can be' relieved and yet the mort- 
gagees can be compelled to pay their 
logitimato share towai-d nuiintaining tlie 
government of the country. 

AVhen Mr. Smith slays that the provi.s- 
ion of the law requiring ; the workers of 
metalliferous mines to take a mining li- 
cense shows that the government is 
bankrupt, ho simply either betrays his 
ignorance of the history of the license 
law or wilfully perverts- the facts.* The 
law, under which miners lire required 
to take out a license, was passed nmny 
.vears ago; an.l the only reason why 
it has not been .■iltercd, so. as to exempt 
l.'ie cin|)loyiM's in metJiUIferous mines 
from its operation, is -that so man.v of 
such laborers are transient peoiile that, 
if they wen; not reiiuired to pay tliis 
license, tliey M'ould contribute uolliing 
whatever lu maiutainiug the government. 
It was conceded on ;ill sides tliat within 
a short time the law will have to be am- 
ended 80 that ivm'kmen in metalliferous 
mines slmll be placed ui>oii tlie same foot- 
ing as those in the coal mines in this re- 
spect. Mr. Smith's political friends on 
the niainlaud make oue of their strong- 
est appeals to the people on the ground 
that the coal niiues sli.)uld be required 
to pay ifT) tax. Is Mr. Smith favorable 
to sue'! a vlmiige iu the liiw; 

Mr. Smith snys tliat tlie thinks the 
government does not pa.^ enough for road 
work, and that .fl! a day is not living 
Wages. Ho wants fewer pcoiile ciiiidoyed 
and more money ii.-iid them. !u short, 
-Mr. .Smith is sonii'lhing of a iiionoi)idist 
when it comes lo the expenditure of 
money on the roads. If he is elected and 
li.is anything to say about it, fi'wer men 
will wof'k on the highways in Soiitii Xa- 
naimo, but these few will get as iniicli 
money as the many get now. I'ossihly 
this sor), of thing may go down in South 
Nailaimo,' but it comes with a mighty 
poor grace from a man who professes to 
he the oiMionent of favored pcrsous and 
monopolists. 

Mr. Smith pledges himself to assist 
every legitimate elTort to secure the 
recognition of tlie claims of the siiuat- 
ters. We would kniiw better what to 
say ill regard to his views on this iioiiit 
if, iusWj^d of saying that there are two 
or three serious grievances which riv 
(|uire attention, he wonld tell what those 
grievances are. 

From a careful perusal of his card we 
are unable to discover that Mr. Smith 
has advanced any reason why he should 
he sent, to the legislature to oppose the 
government, iu tin- [dace of Dr. Walkem, 
who will, if (deeted, give the government 
his suiiporl. yiv. Sniitli is a lawyt'r and 
as such he knows that he must, be judg- 
ed by his own stJitomcnt of his own ease, 
and, to use language which ^\\\ be en- 
tirely familiar to liiiu, he ought to be 
non-suititl. for he has iiuiiuestionably 
failed to make out. any sort of a case 
wbati'ver. 



iwoplo who talk of the government own- 
ership of railways in I'ritisb Columbia 
realize for one moment ^vhat it implies^? 
Covernincnt owiiershp which did not in- 
clude the C. P, It. wcmlil be like the 
|day of ••Hamlet" with the part ot the 
I'rinee of Denmark left out.' Is any man 
so absurd -as to suppose that the jirov- 
iuce of British Colunibia wonld be allow- 
ed by the Dominion to acquire the own- 
ership of the C, P. It.? Have our friends 
who talk so glibly of this line of ladiey 
rellectcd what it would cost to give effect 
to it'^ Do they not know that it woulil 
be a matter, not simply of tens of mil- 
lions, but of hundrcdS'Of millions of dol- 
lars before all the railways could be ac- 
quired anil the iiecessar.v new railwa.vs 
could be builf:' The Cidiuiist reg.-irds 
tlie uatioualizalion of railways as one 
of the questions of the future, but pro-; 
viucial oivnership is something that is 
(|uite out <if the (piestion. Those who ad- 
vocate.' it have not: yet suggested any 
plan by which it could be carried out, 
or any time ■when they thought it could 
tiike effect. If what Is meant by the 
eoinplaint against tlie govermuent is tli;it 
none of the railway charters provides for 
the p.urcliase of railways built under 
them by the government at some future 
time, the answer is that such a provis- 
ion WQuUl bo of no value nue way or the 
'oilier. If the peo|ile of British Columbia 
desire to inirchase (he railwa^vs tbej- 
eall always do so simply Iiy passing an act 
aullioriziiig the goveruinent to buy and 
siiecifying tho terms upon which the com- 
pany should be compelled to soil. There 
is no limit to the jurisilictioii of our 
legislature iu tliese matters, except iu 
so far us its power might be limited by 
actiou of the Dominion parliament, 
which body might at any time decliro 
a line of railway to be a work for the 
gi.'iieral benefit of Canada, and tliereby 
assume control over it; iu which event 
it would unquestionably decline to per- 
mit the line to be purchased by the 
provincial govermuent. Tli(> more this 
(Iiiestion is looked at. the moie evident it 
appears that provincial ownersliii) of 
railways is simply a fad, and an im- 
practical fad at that. Federal owner- 
sliii) is ejuite another matter; but liow- 
ever much we might favor that, the 
discussion of it at the present tiiiie is 
quite [ireinatnro.

It is right that the several i.ssuos shall 
be exhaustively discussed, and tlie cain- 
liaign would be decidedly improved d 
there were fewer speeches and those 
tliat vrerc delivered dealt more thorough- 
ly with the questions before the people; 
or, what would bi> better still, perhaps, 
if when there are two or tiiree speaUers 
during tho same evening, they would 
agree beforehand what ground each 
should cover so that the same subjects 
would not be gone over twice. .Joint po- 
litical meetings are, in ninety-nine cases 
out of oue hundred, a nuisance. To asli 
an aiidieucc to listen to campaign ora- 
tory for from throe to five hours is un- 
reascmable, especially when very mucli 
of the time is a|)l to be taken up in iii- 
conseiiuential talk which necessarily ac- 
companies a so-ealled joint debate. It is 
far bettor for the voters, and also for the 
iiewspaiM'rs that have to report them, 
that the two fiarties slioubl not interfere 
with each other's meetings. The experi- 
ence of Messrs. Martin and Gotlon at 
Chilliwack was such that from tho 
■ taiiil|i(Hnt of the government, it is ratlier 
lesirnble for theni to attempt to intro- 
luce tlieir peculiar tactics when Mr. 
Turner is present lo deal with llie'u. 
Vel it would hi! very much iiKue satis- 
factory all round if at meetings called 
by the govorfinient tho onl.v speakers 
heard sluuild be those in siipiiorl of the 
;overnmeut, and that only opiiosition 
Iieakers should speak at opposition 
meetings. If- joint, .meetins arc to bi' 
liidd, there should be a friendly under- 
standing in advance as to the number 
of sjjc'ikers on each side and the length 
of time each ot tliein should occiiiiy, and 
this should ho strlcti)' adhered to.

The Schooner .lane <,ii-a.\-, of .Seattle, 
did not sink in mid-ocean as claimed by 
her ciiptaiii, otllccrs and surviving pass- 
eUKeis, who arivcd hero on the sclKMUior 
Favorite- after the disaster which cau.sod 
the death of tliirty-fuur men, a woman 
and a child, unless, she was built of 
nmterial which aCtec sLukiug would 
I'gain come to tiie suxfacaaud drift for at 
least a hundred miles, and schooners are 
not built of such stuff.. 

For the schooner .Ia.ne Gray is ashore 
just above Kyuq.uot, according to a 
,sliJiy Ill-ought by the steamer AVillapa, 
which arrived yostei-day afternoon from 
the West Coast. Cai>t. l-"o<>t and the 
ollieci-s did not sec- the si-hooucr them- 
Ives, but, they l■ecei^ eil rcli.iblo iiifor- 
matiiiu from Indians at Clayoquot thai 
-he had drift.cd ashore abovi- Kyuipiot 
mil that the Indians were looting her 
cargo. Beyond the fact that two planks 
in her starboard bow had been sprung, 
the Indians knew nothing of the (-ondi- 
tion of the vessel. They said there were 
boilies on boai'il, but. it is lu-obable 
that the schooner was waterlogged and 
tiial they wi.-r eiiiiable lo reach the cib- 
ins.

I as given by the ludiaus she must 
have been curried by tlie wind in exact- 
ly the same direction us was. the launch 
in which the survivors readied shore.

Dr. Hart, who conduct- 
ed the post-mortciu'e."kai:iiination, tcstilied 
that hc' had found tntces of sulllcient 
carbolic acid in the stomach to cause 
death. There w<iri( several punctures 
on the arm, that' might h.-ivo been inaile 
by 11 hypnderinie syringe, but not such 
as made by habitnal' users of inorpliine. 

Other witnesses tcstilied as to the 
erratic actions of the deceased during 
the i)ast fow weeks. 

The jury brougllf in the following ver- 
dict: "AA'e, the- undermentioned jurors, 
siunmoned to auqoire into the cause of 
the death of Gerald G. Swale, find that 
the death was cansed by carbolic acid 
taken with suioiiliil intent, while tempor- 
arily insane. AVo find that the said Ger- 
ald (}. Swale was about Ilo years of ago, 
and died on or about Friday, the 17th 
instant. AVh llnnf that there is no evi- 
denc* to support the statement that the 
deconsod was an habitual user of mor- 
phine or spirits."

Santlugo— ildst Xovol and Dubious 
Craft Alloat. 

So Incident of the war will have mncli 
more technical Interest to naval ofricers 
niKl experts than tin.' iierfonnanco of tlie 
Vesuvius, the 'Jr.st of wlileli was 011 Tliiirs- 
day iilKlil cIT .Santiago. Stie Is a ii'.'w 
tlihi!; in sea ll^'hlini;. liiid, thcrorore, Is a 
iloiilitful thing, wmi many eiitliiislastli.. 
frieiuls and as many skeptical eneinles. 
She has now ti> coriipier the ripanisli forts, 
and the work she did at Santiago, If effect- 
ive, will be a buttle fought at boine. 

Tlie Vesuvius waii anthoiIiicMl in IS^C, 
and was built by the Cranijis, going liitii 
eoiuuiission on .Iiine 7. Ifelt). Slie dciiends 
for oU'eiisIve power uiion three dyiiiiiiilte 
guns, or long Iron tubes, built Into her, 
u-itii their iniizzles projecting above the 
dock, near the bow. The tubes arc I'l 
Inilies In dliimoter and 51 feet long, and 
arc' made? of tliln cast Iron. Tlie full sixed 
shell, ulilcli Is tired from tlieiii by a chari;!' 
(if compressed air, Is 1-1% Inches in dlaiii- 
eler, and its body is seven feet long, itack 
iit tlie body Is a tail lUted witli spiral 
vanes, which secure allsnnient and rota- 
tion. Tills is tiie largest size of siieli 
wliich the Vesuvius can fire; what tin 
elTecl of such a charire would be Is as yet 
nliknowii, liut It will be soiiietldii;; Ire- 
niendous, for at a trial upon au old sclioon- 
cr, made some years ago, Jl)«« vessel was 
(■(uiipletcly wrecked at a oniB-mllC range by 
a ."U-nound charge, fired from an elght-lin-h 
gun. Accordin;; to some experts, tlie suli- 
iinirle.e e.\i>l(isli;n of a full-sized shell would 
destroy a slili) 'JO feet distant. 

Tile urns or tubes are not: in'ivi'jible, and 
the vessel Itself must be manoeuvri'il In 
order to point tliein, Just as an artillery 
olTIc(fr moves Ids gnu carrlaije, but the 
range of the shells Is v irled by 'adinlltlns 
more or less air into the llring chamber.

Now, then, as to our position in this 
matter. The vote was not put on for 
thnt purpose in 1897. It may have been 
a mistake, or it may not, in vie^c of the 
action the government subsequently took, 
but it was a matter considered not to be 
within our rights. However, in going up 
to Eevelstoke last summer, I was strong- 
ly urged to take the matter up, and see- 
ing for myself the loss to property that 
was likely to ensue, I wired and wrote to 
Ottawa urging the necessity of protec- 
tion and offering as a matter of 
urgency to co-operate. The reply 
was "No vote," and I was remind- 
ed ot our refusal to co-operate. I wrote 
and urged again, but without avail. I 
thea sent np our own engineer to report 
for the purpose ot getting an 
estimate. After receiving the re- 
port I wrote again in order that 
the Minister of Public "Works might 
provide a sum in the estimate of rue 
current year. Our representations were 
made in the most courteous manner, and 
with hut one desire, and thnt to holj) the 
people of Revelstoke. Hon. Mr. Tarte. 
in a moment of spleen— and I absolve bis 
colleagues from all blame,— wrote ns dis- 
courteous and undignified a letter as 
was possible for one minister of the 
Crown to address to another, and in or- 
der to justify himself, testily represent- 
ed it as a protest against this govern- 
ment throwing the responsibility of non- 
action on his department. In this ho 
was wholly misleading. This govern- 
ment did not attempt to do anything of 
the kind. It is true we held thnt the 
Dominion government was responsible 
for the protection of the river bank, but 
not for the work not having gone on, 
which was another and different matter. 
I did point out, however, that in refus- 
ing NCW to co-operate with the pro- 
vince simply as a question of etiquette, 
the Minister would be responsible for 
any loss that "might occur. I hold it to 
be the most childish, not to say culpable, 
thing of which a minister of the Crown 
could be guilty, when wholesale destruc- 
tion of property was threatened, to hold 
bnck on a point Of ethics.

This was the only conflict or irritation 
of any kind that has occurred between 
the two governments, and ns to the na- 
ture of the descourtesy in this case, and 
the responsibility for it which is alleged, 
I leave you, the electorate, to judge.

This leads me to the considoraTion of 
our relations with the Dominion in a gen- 
eral and constitutional way, and into 
wliich the question ot jiartizaii polities 
does and should not enter; hut nijvort he- 
less of very great moment.

1 wish to refer more particularly 
to the railway siluation, which is 
involved with this subject. There is 
concurrent jurisdiction in railway mat- 
ters between the Province and the Do- 
luiiiioi:, and as the railway problem is 
coming to, and will soon, be THE prob- 
lem of iiolitics in this Province, I foresee 
conllict. In addition to that there should 
1)0 a well dclined ratio of support or nssist- 
aiice to railways, which we all admit, 
are of the most vital importance to this 
country. The government in its railway 
policy of last session endeavored to es- 
tablish a ratio of two to one as between 
the Doiuiuioii and this Province. But 
that may not he a correct ratio. In my 
opinion it is far too low, considering all 
the bcnelitH the Donirniou derives from 
railway construction in this Pni- 
vinee, particularly in the matter of ciiu- 
toms revenue. It the Prorllicd lilld 
coiiirol of its own customs reveiUKV it 



outside, assistance on; any. railway pol- 
icy it might choose to adopt, because 

there has been recently an excess ot near- 
ly one million dollars annually over what 
is received back in the form of expendi- 
ture from- the Dominion. Yoa will plain- 
ly see how our interests nre affected by 
such an arraugment. More than that, 
the government of this Province in the 
matter of nssistiug railways is practical- 
ly at the mercy of the Dominion as to 
what companies it may contract with, 
because it the Dominion Government 
gives it support to a company or any par- 
ticular scheme, the Province is practically 
bound to recognize its choice or do withr 
out railways. As nono or few of the Im- 
portant enterprises can be financed with- 
out Federal aid, it is self evident that the 
two governments must agree, or, in oth- 
er words, if we want railways, we must 
accept thir choice; and so in the past all 
enginei^ring of railway charters and rail- 
way deals lias been carried on with a 
view to the support ot both governments. 
This is inevitable, and must continue to 
be so under present conditions. The 
possibility ot conflict, however, is al- 
ways imminent; and while the Province 
has cerfaiii inherent rights of eminent 
domiiin, it is iiiicertMin how far the right 
ot the Dominion extends in respect to 
charters granted under its authority. 
This is a grave question, and must be 
settled. IMoreover, the Dominion has, 
under the British North America Act 
superior jurisdiction and can declare any 
railway to be for the benefit of Oanndn, 
and assnme control, even though it had 
been built largely ■ by provincial aid. 

Oov««rniiipnt "RnllwHyK. 

See how this affects the question of 
government ownership, not to speak of 
moral and real property rights. I am 
not opposed as a matter of theory or 
principle to government ownership of 
railways. I can see how, under proper 
management and under certain condi- 
tions, it Is possible and might even be 
bfneficial. I only rri.'ard the suggestion 
ns impracticable under our present con- 
ditions and present relations with the Do- 
m'nion. If we assume thnt sentiment 
some day may be ennsolidatod in favor 
of government as against priv.ato owner- 
ship, who would build and own them? 
Tt would either hnvp to be the Province 
np the Dominion. Both could not con- 
trol them, unless bv ROME NEW AND 
ArrTF.V L .\ T?T?.\ XCF.MENT. The rov- 
ernment that owned the great 
inter-provinclal lines would • "also 
have to own and control the 
small lines and feeders ns well. 
Nowadays. when the interchange 
of traffic is essential to all railways on 
a large or small scale, the independonon 
of small lines on a p.nying basis is out 
itt the question — is impiMcf icihle. "We 
have an instance in the Island of '\''an- 
onuver in the "Victoria and Sidney Rail- 
way, which without any connection to 
afford it more than local traffic can nev- 
er be made to pay, and will continue 
to he a burden to the province. There- 
fore. I say. government ownership, in 
provinces, can never be brought within 
the pale of practical politics. 



It is necessary, therefore, in view of 
the foregoing considerations, which I 
submit are cogent and important, to 

take another step, and tn approach the 
Dominion Government, in no support ot 
of unfriendliness or antagonism, and ask 
for a revision of the terms of Confedera- 
tion, particularly In the matter of rail- 
ways, or railway jurisdiction, and gener- 
ally to review our interfinancinl relations. 
It is proposed that delegates or represen- 
tatives of this government shall go to Ot- 
tawa at an early day, and submit to the 
authorities there some of these consi(l(>r- 
atinns and jierliaps others as well. We 
shall make railways the basis of negot> 
iatious. What we want, if not a re- 
vision, is an understanding which shall 
furiii a eoinp.net, written and bimling, 
I hat our rrciuireiiieats and riglits shall 
be clearly defined and n^cognized. We 
want better terms, we want fairer terms. 
Nova Scotia when it found that the 
bargain it hail entered into and was 
bound by, faileil to fiillil its e.vpectat ions 
and necessities, went to Ottawa, laid its 
ease before the government, and ob- 
liiined redress. So far from that actiiin 
disturbing the safety of Confederation 
this recognition laid the foundation on a 
liriiier and more enduring basis. Maiii 
tulia has just come in for additional re- 
cognition; and British Columbia's plea is 
one of justice and right and niusf 
ultimately [irevail. There is a miscon- 
ception in the east as to the position 
nf 1-iritisli Columliia and its relations 
to the Dominion, but the piviple oC 
Eastern Cnnudii only reciuire to have 
(he case presented to them fairly and 
fully to understand and acquiesce.

• And this naturally leads ine to the 
consideration of our own Provincial

mosphere of dust I cannot deal in a let-

One of Devi'loiiiiicnt. 

I have dealt in my speeches on thti 
floor of the E^ouse with the public works 
of this province and our policy in rela- 
tion (hereto. It has been one ot develop- 
ment. In ten years we have spent, inde- 
pendent of railway aid,some five millions 
of money in roads, bridges, whar»-es, 
public buildings, hospitals, charities, 
education, and the like. At the end of 
the coming flscal year, we will have 
spent over six millions. This does not 
include the cost of the parliament 
buildings. These things are necessary. 
They are what the people want 
and demand. You might as 
well try to developo this prov- 
ince without spending money to open it 
up in a variety of ways, as for a farmer 
to make a farm pay without first clear- 
ing, fencing it, erecting buildings, etc. 
AVe hove here a province, 400,000 square 
miles in extent, rugged in its exterior, 
and divided into geographical sections 
which must be connected by lines of 
communication, administered, educated, 
Iirotccted, populated. It means that 
in order that its resources may 
bo made available and its possibili- 
ties realized, we must spend large sums 
of money, here, there and everywhere. 
We must first provide the facilities of in- 
tercourse and means ot doing business 
before business can be done. That fnct 
in a word explains our policy of public 
works and our financial position at the 
same time. We cannot sit down and 
wait, Micawber-like, for something to 
turn up before we act. We must act 
that things may turn up. Wo must be 
missionaries as well as administrators; 
we must be pioneers for the pioneer. In 
every district we nre met with demands. 
Our opponents who cry against the debt 
incurred to meet these requirements, in 
each district complain that money en- 
ough has not been spent. Every Opop 
sition candidate strives to make you be- 
lieve that the government is extra vngnnt 
in every other constituency but his own 
and in that he assures you, if elected, no 
want would go unsuppliod,and that every 
grievance would bo adjusted at any cost. 
It, however, they came to power with 
a general policy ot laissez faire, of cur- 
tailment of expenditure, of doing with- 
out public works rather than borrow, and 
put it in force, you would soon realize 
how greviously you had been deceived, 
and what false friends and false pro- 
phets they had been.

A Clean lloooTd. 

Some complaint has been made about 

the way we have expended the money in 
the various districts. It is stated that 
we have wasted it, etc. Such a state- 
ment is extraordinary from the fact 
that in ten years, after scrupulous and 
exacting criticism, the Opposition has 
failed to point to one important instance 
in which this has been established. 

Five million dollars is a lot of money 
to spend publicly and tJhere nre many 
districts in which to expend it and n 
a wide expent of country covered and a 
variety of conditions to be taken into 
consideration. It is strange that in all 
that time the records of the House do not 
show a single investigation or a proof es- 
tablishing those statements. It is true, 
there have been many vague assertions, 
but a specific charge has never been 
laid, or a specific wrong .alleged. I de- 
fy the Opposition to come forward and 
show it. Can any government in Canada 
point to a cWaner record? Surely in *he 
face of this the Opposition to Ihi' .iovern- 
mcnt should blnsh to repeat what they 
have never had the courage to make 
good on the floor of the House. 

How tlio Moiloy !« Spent. 

With reference to the manner of ex- 
pending road money, I will just say that 
it Is and always has been the policy ot the 
government to expend it in the Jistiii't 
by day labor, cmpbying aa fa: ns pos- 
sible the people of the district, who are 
thus enabled to reap the advantage doub- 
ly. It has worked out well, and I see no 
reason to change it. We have Improved 
the system, however, to this extent, by 
appointing an engineer of Public Works 
througliout the Province under whose 
supervision the whole will be carried on. 
The Government has been fortunate in 
securing for this purpose, a gentleman 
whose abilities as well ns his experience 
for a number of years as resi 
dent engineer for the Dominion Govern- 
ment have eminently qualLQed him for 
that duty. Of' coarse, those in 
charge of works have sometimes made 
mistakes and those who are employed 
as contractors and otherwise some- 
times try to get ahead of the government 
hut aa a rule I think our Public "Works 
are efficiently and honestly carried out; 
and such have been the aim and effort of 
the Lands and Works Department, 
which though much abused, because it 
is the great spending department of the 
Province, is open to the most rigid scrut- 
iny both as to its officials and its me- 
thods.

Ot course, a time must come when 
borrowing should cease, but that time 
has not arrived yet. When the country 
is well opened with railways as a farm 
is with drains, when main roads have 
been completed in the important settle- 
ments, when mining is developed, when, 
in short, the effect ot expenditure is be- 
ing felt in new sources of, and expanding 
revenue, then the Income will meet our 
expenditure, but until then it would be 
folly to stop half-way and lose the bene- 
fits ot what had already been done by 
leaving it uncompleted.

1 will refer presently to the govorn- 
ineat railway policy, but I wish to point 
to Kootenay to show the influence of a 
liberal expenditure on revenue, and we 
may reasonably anticipate that as Koote- 
nay is only one of the ni.Miiy rich mining 
districts ill the provhice capable of simi- 
lar results, the siiini' henelieial effect will 
be general. During ten years tlie gov- 
ernment has spent (apart from railways) 
ill round luinibers .fCOO.OdI) in public 
works, roads and trails, Imspitals, etc., 
in Kootenay, East and West. In addi- 
tion to that the following railways have 
beiMi assisted liberally: Columbia and 
Kooten.ay, Nakusp and Slocan, Kaslo 
and Slocan, the Nelson and Fort Shc])- 
pard, the B. 0. Southern, the Columbia 
and Western. Mark now the advance in 
revenue as shown In the following taken 
from the public accounts. 
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T need say no more to point to the win- 
dotn of the course pursued and tlio 
Hihlllty of an equilibrium being soon es- 



The next thing for consideration in 
connection with public works is the rail- 
way policy of the government. Railways 
are the great essentials to development 
in all new countries, and this is particu- 
larly true of British Columbia. It has 
always been recognized by everybody, to 
have success, to make and build up a 
Province out of materials we have so 
abundantly, we must have railways. 
The (luestion has been how to get them. 
When wo started out the government of 
the day adopted what had been the 
policy of other provinces and of the Do- 
minion of Canada to subsidize by land 
grants. It was the only way we could 
assist. Our credit had not been estab- 
lished in the money markets. Wo could 
not give mouej', we had plenty of laud, 
so we had to give land. In this way the 
E. & N. Railway was built, and to this 
policy is duo the inauguration of the 
splendid railway facilities with which 
Kootenay is now provided — the Colum- 
bia & Western, the Kaslo & Slocan, the 
Coluinbiii» & Kootenay, the Nelson & 
Fort .Slieppard and the B. C. Southern. 
Although the government h.id recognized 
a policy of guarantee of interest, a de- 
parture was made on the building of the 
Nakusp i*i Slocan. This was the second j ^Ir. Guseheu 
stage in the develoiimeiit of policy. The 
land system was good when there was no 
better, but is open to objections, and al- 
though the land grants so far alienated 
by railways contain' no large extent of 
arable or pastoral lands a growing 
sentiment is opposed to that sys- 
tem, a fact which the government re- 
cognized when it took the second step re- 
ferred to. But as sl.il<'d in niy speech 
on the Public AVorks Loan Act, the sys- 
tem necessarily ' implies an in- 
defluitencss and uncertainty as to 
the amount for which (ho Province, 
becomes liable; and with the experience 
wi' have already had we decided to 
adopt last year the policy of giving a di- 
rect and s^tated amount per mile, by 
which iin exact and known liability is 
assumed. This policy assumes two 
tilings, which are admittedly true in our 
present circumstances: (1) That' it ia 
necessary to assist railways in, order 
that they rhay he built, and (2)' that as- 
sistaiiei' is henelieial and results in a di- 
rect benelit and gives an indirect and 
adequate return in the increase of the 
levemie. This year -yye made a.step fur- 
ther as illustrated in the Coiist-TeBlin 
railway, and stipulated tor a share ot 
the proceeds. To some extent, however, 
the merits of every railway proposition 
must be., cbhsidered indiyidually. You 
caiinot in a country like British Colum- 
bia apply a hard and fast principle inas- 
much as a different set of conditions sur- 
round and affect each proposition. Those 
who imagine that some ideal railway pol- 
i!:y can bo evolved which- will cause rail- 
wfiys to be built spontaneously and with- 
, iit vM^i lo the Province would find that 
the prulileui is a gigantic one, and not 



quite removed from the sphere of mira- 
cles. Railways coat money, especially in 
a country sparse in population and pro- 
lific in mountain vraagra. 'eiQapital is 
stubborn and hard-headed, and 'when you 
come to deal with it your theorists find 
that theory is one thing aud practical 
railway building is another. You must 
adapt your > policy to your couditioos, 
your, financial capabllitiea and the re- ' 
quiremeuts of the Inveating public. Ex- 
perience is the best teacher, and we have 
proceeded on the lines which experience 
has > dictated, profiting in each advance 
by what has gone before',' In the mean- 
time construction has gone on aud has 
been eveu rapid. Our efforts have been 
successful in accomplishing what we set 
out to perform, and the length' of rail- 
ways already constructed, and in course 
of construction, aud ofdiues reasonably 
iu prospect aud jirovided for, is over 1,- 
GUO miles. This is a record of practi- 
cally ten years. It is one to which w« 
can point with some pride, and will be a 
factor of the future development of the 
province, the potentiality of which neith- 
er you uor 1 can well estimate at the pro- 
seat time. 1 have previoualy pointed to 
the remarkable way iu which railway 
construction has beneUttod the Koote- 
uuya, and the influence it has directly 
brought to bear on the revenues arising 
out of those districts. 

A Comiilotiug Iilufc. 

We have already provided an arterial 
system for British Columbia, which when 
completed, will render the further assiiit- 
uuce to railways unuccuBsary as the 
sources of tralllc will have been provid- 
ed so as to make farther railway build- 
ing self-sustaining. In the south rail- 
way facilities are being liberally provid- 
ed and when the B. O. Southern and the 
East Kootenay roads are completed, the 
business urisiug out Of the -great d^' 
velopmeut there will be of imehse vol-' 
ume. On the north the line from the 
coast to Teslin Lake, aud the Oassiar 
Central, which is now getting under way, 
will, when opened for traffic, «isure an- 
other large volume of traffic there. We 
have then the completing link, from 
south to north through an immensely fer- 
tile plateau, to construct. With th« 
traffic already;., in. existence iand the tri- 
butary lines from the coast at the south, 
centre and north, that will be an under- 
takiug easy of accomphshmeut, and one 
that capiUlists wUl Uke hold of volun- 
tarily , as .affording a. substantial profit 
and immense returns. 

I'JtOVlNClAl. I'lNANCiJ. 

Closely associated with the subject of 
public works and railway development' is 
that of finance. In 1887, when I hixd ■ the 

honour of being called to the Cabinet as 
Minister u£ Finance, 1 Ijcgau to enquire 
into aud consider seriously the advisor- 
biii(y ot re organizing the system of ob' 
taiuing loans. At that time, as 'you are' 
aware, the money required to be borrow- 
ed from time to time was obtaiued by 
individual loans on conditions similar to 
those upon Avhioh municipalities aud cor- 
porations issue their debentures, each 
loan being issued without reference to 
utiy sy.stem or to auy previous loans. 
As the result of my enquiries, aud acting 
upon the best financial advice of finan- 
ciers in London, an Act was passed au- 
thorizing Uie Issue of 3 per cent, inscrib- 
Btock. This action of the government 
was very much criticised aud tlie goverur 
meat was severely blamed for two 
things: First, for not issuing stock at 
par; and secondly, for paying a certaul 
amount as premium for the purpose of 
securing the conversion of loans already 
in existence, currying a higher ratii of 
interest. I have already ou numerous 
occasions iu my Budget Speeches in tlie 
Legislature, and iu addressing the' elec- 
tors fully explained the advantages 
arising out of this tinaacial policy, which 
was really borrowed from Great Britain 
herself, the example having been set by 
the great Chancellor of the Exchequer 
In Great Britain no one 
iiueslioiis tlie wisdom ot such a p(jlicy, 
because the public men of that couutry 
understand and appreciate its import- 
ance. In British Columbia it was genen- 
ally accepted with satisfaction at the 
lime, and 1 do not know that any person 
since that time has put forth auy valid 
reasons why we should return to the old 
system, or why, in fact, we should not 
have adopted the present one; but there 
have been certain of our opponents 
whose assumed knowledge of finance' has 
warranted them in raising the ol>jections 
referred to. 



I'rttCticiil l>. -lived. 

The result ot adopting the policy of ii»- 
suing inscribed stock and of conversion, 
predicted by myself when it was dwid- 
ed upon, has been fully realized, "\^'lmt 
was then' maintained was that tin' Pro- 
vince would reap a very great perman- 
ent benelit by having its Stock listed ia 
(he money markets of the" 'world in es- 
tablishing its credit on a permanent ba- 
sis, and lowering the general r.ate of iii- 
lerest. It was recognized then that ia 
order to carry out the great enterprises 
which the development of the Province 
would render imperative, it would be 
lU'cessiiry from time to time to go to tha 
money market.'? to raise largo sums ot 
money for this purpose, jvhich, from that 
time forward could bo olitained on much 
more favorable terms. The loan of 1891 
was issue<l at .SO, or a discount ot 14 per 
cent., This at the time when tlio pro- 
vince had practically ,no credit and was 
little' known outside of tlie Dominion of 
Canada, was the best tJiat could be 
done, and was at that lime ei)!i.;ideri'd a 
most successful loan, lu 1893 deben- 



turcs wcro iHsiioil lU 91, and in ISDri tlio 
?2,000,000 loan was floated at 05. Thus 
we sec that notnrithstandlng the debt, had 
bson materiiUly increased In that tlmo, 
the credit of the Province had gone 
■tciulily up, and that the rate of dit*- 
eount had been correBpondingly reduc- 
.edj or in other word^, while the discount, 
on the first loan insued on the luBcrlbed 
•took principle wrb 14 por r(>iit and tJio 
not rate of iutorest wna .'i 5-8 per cent. 
Id 1805 the rate of 'diBcount had fallen 
to 6 per cent., and the net mte o( inter- 
tut to 3 1-10 per cent., and the cost of 
floating the loan in the latter inst.incp 
Was 3 3-10 per cent., which included aJI 
charge in connection therewith, includ- 
ing thoBe of underwritiiiR. 

Cuuvt'rMioii ciT Old l.ouiis. 

As to the cost of conTerstou, tliis waa 
aendcred advisable from financial con- 
•iderntionH, from the fact tliat tlu> lurffiT 
the nmouiil of inscrilu'il atcieli tliat 
could be placed upon the marliet, tlio 
more favourably would inrcstora regard 
It, ar^ in this way it was possible to 
plnco H mifflciont sum on the market to 
jeiuler tlio operation a success. In order 
to deal in the money markets of the 
world it must be understood Miat there 
»re certain conditions governing invest- 
ments, and tli(> larger the Hum to be 
placed is tlic cji.sicr it is to linjinoc, 
provided always, of course, the socurirj- 
1« good. Yon all know that in London, 
or in any of the other large money cen- 
tres, only large propositions lire enter- 
tained, and tlio larger tlie amount of 
•tock that can be placed oa tlie market 
at once the better are its chances for 
•uccess. For instance, if you go to Lou- 
don and endeavor to float a company, the 
tapit.Tl of vhicli is only .*r>(»,OI)() or .■<ini),- 
000 the chances ure, no matter how good, 
intrinsically the scheme may be, yon 
would only be laughed at for your pains, 
while one requiring from 2.1(t,00l) 
pounds to 1,000,000 pounds would bo sop- 
iouBly considered, if not taken up. The 
conditions which affect goTenimout 
loans are precisely similar, and it is for 
this reason, and upon the advice of the 
best financial men in London that tlie 
schemeof conversion was undertaken. It 
was BuccesBful in achieving the object 
we had In view, and when we had at- 
tained that conversion ceased and the 
balance of tbe old loans will be allowed 
to mature. 

Credit Firmly KstnliliHhod. 

I have already, I think, as on previous 
occasions, clearly indicated the advan- 
tages to the Province through inscribed 
Btpclt and the conversion of tlie debt, 
and our best informed critics are forced 
to admit that tbe polic.v is a sound one, 
but aflect to que.stion some of the do- 
tafls. The financial credit of the prov- 
ince has been placed on a sound and per- 
manent basi.s, and as already been 
•hown has steadily advanced since 1801, 
each succeeding loan being placed on 
more advaiitjigeous terms. At the pn> 
sent Lime the British Columbia securi- 
ties are quoted at from lo,"? to 104, indi- 
cating u groat degree of coufidenfe on the 
part of investors, and ranking our 3 per 
cent, inserilii'd stock witli the best Col- 
onial securities. This I coiitcrul l.i a 
most creditalilo position for British Col- 
umbia to occupy and is one which 
would not be possible had it not been 
that our financial policy had boon re- 
organlztsl. AVo can go ou from this out 
and borrow all the money we require for 
purposes of development at a large an- 
nual saving to the Province, and if this 
government had done nothing more t>j 
warrant tlip support of the olectoruto I 
submit that tliis result would have been 
lulllcient to entitle it to most favorable 
consideration at the hands of the elector- 
ftte. 

Tin- Now r,<iuii. 

With reference to the new loan to the 
amount of .'?5,000,000, which the govern- 
ment has obtained authority to issue, I 
may say that this large sum will not be 
all required at once, but only as the 
works to which it is intended to apply 
are undertaken and proceeded with. It 
is satisfactory to know, too, that the 
prospects of new loans to that amount, 
if required, are excellent. I have al- 
ready had a number of enquiries for a 
prospectus from men representing large 
financial firms, so that we may reason- 
ably expect that the amount placed on 
the market will be taken up several 
times over. 

Kuvimiio hikI iCxikmi ill turn. 

A word as to the condition of tbe fin- 
ances in respect to revenue and expendi- 
ture. The Opposition speak about the 
"doliclts" of the government, and the 
ImpresHiou is sought to bo left on your 
minds that tbe ordinary revenue is not 
equal to the ordinary expenditure. This 
is wholly orroueous. The o.xceaa of ex- 
penditure over roveiiuo is not of 1jie na- 
ture of a deficit as that term is ordin- 
arily applied. Let me explain. If a 
farmer's receipts from the ordinary op- 
eration* of his farm are not equal to his 
ordinary oxiieiises in the way oC plough- 
ing, sowing, reaping, etc., he is going bo- 
hind. He has a "deficit," but if in the 
course of the improvements and develop- 
ment of his farm in order to make it 
capable of the l>est results lie oxiieuds 
a lot of money on reproductive work 
such as draining, fencing and building, 
for which' he borrows money, and this 
extends over a pwiod of years, all the 
while iiaying interest, ho is not necessar- 
ily losing niouey. If, ou the other hand, 
though going into debt.anaually for some 
time, ■his receipts' are yearly growing 
larger and are greater than his ordinary 
expenditure, outside of iniprovemoiits, he 
is really making money, and has each 
year a corresponding surplus. Now, 
this is exactly the position of the Pro- 
vince, It is spending annually large 
BuniB of money in opening up the coun- 
try. In roads, trails, bridges; school 
houses, public buildings, assisting rail- 
ways and 80 on, which things are neces-

Additional Sources of I>ovc-iiiio. 

We must not forget, however, that 
population and development bring with 
them enlarged responsibilities, increased 
expenditure, Are there any increased 
sources of revenue provided? I have 
been speaking so far of the revenues 
which ordinary arise. In the increase of 
population we have what is known as 
the head-tax, or "revenue tax." We 
may assume that by the next census 
taking the population will have Increased 
to 250,000, or an increase of ir>(),0()(l 
in ten years. That means at least .$100,- 
000 more under the above head per an- 
num than in 1891. This annually in- 
creases with population. We have also 
the allowance from the Dominion of 80c 
per head, which is another $100,000 per 
annum after 1001. The mineral tax will 
bo ?uO,0(lO more per annum at least by 
that time. 

In addition to all this, however, the 
Sfovernment has had in view new sources 
of revenue of an important character. It 
has not been unmindful of the fact that

Mortgages are nowhere exempt. They 
constitute a form of Capital tha' should 
above all 'otfiers Be mnffc to pay, be- 
cause it is not productive and eanis a 
safe dividend. It is not, therefore, a 
question of whether mortgages should 
pay taxes or not, because there can be 
no question as to that; but as to how the 
government should proceed in order that

long step forward and has sot an exiimplo 
to the whole coiitineut. The Opposition 
iu its olCorLs to weaken the cause of 
cheap mpuey refer to it as "political hum- 
bug." It is sigiiificnnt, however,- that 
tboy did not dare to oppose it in tho 
House, though tboy did their best to ren- 
der it inoperative by introducing aiueud- 
ments that if adopted would have made 
it useless. If it was "humbug'' it was 
their duty to liavi' opjiosed it. 1 may say 
that I w.ns never inoi-e earnest or siu- 
cori! in any public measure than in luy 
endeavor to find a practical solutiou of 
tho problem of "cheap money" as it is 
called, and I am fully impressed witli 
tho importance of the effort that has been 
made. No community had over a better 
opportunity than tlie farmers of British 
Columbia now have to got inonoy at iirac- 
tically govornmont rates. Tho niiichin- 
ery is there to take hold of, and it rests 
with the farmers tlii'inselves. If tho 
principle of co-uperation is not acceiited 
and netc-<l ujioii, the goveriimout cannot 
lie bliuued. It is a new departure upon 
this continent, and will be li matter of 
slow growth; but it tbe system has stood 
the t(>st of half a century in liuropo, 
having attained to enormous proportions, 
then it should stand tlio test hero. 
An Agricultural CuiiuiiIhhIoii, 

There ore a number of other subjects 
—problems of agriculture— irrigation, the 
mortgage tax, cold storage, etc., which 
have lieon referred to a commission, com- 
posed of two men, whose position in re- 
lation to agricultural matters, and whose 
abilities as farmers must command the 
respect of all; and their selection will, 
in the judgment of all who know them, 
be the best guarantee that tlie govern- 
ment intends to deal seriously and earn- 
estly witli the subjects assigned to tliem 
for investigation. More I need not say. 
laHbor Law*. 

In respect to labor iiiterestis, I can only 
repeat in other words* what I hove al- 
ready stated when referring to the Alien 
law. No necessary measure of protec- 
tion, in thj rights to which every man is 
eniitled in pursuing his avocntions of life 
has been denied. Not only do tlie many 
measures on the statute book testify to 
that, but tlio satisfactory relations which 
exist between the employer and employed 
in this province is proof of it.

It is unnecessary here to refer to our 
municipal code, to the administration; of 
justice, to the efficient system and high 
standard of education in tho Province, 
to the laws which govern and alTeot per- 
sonal and property rights or the high 
moral status of every community.
